communication sent jprough Swiss' Minister Bitter, 
representing the Germail government in the United 
States, was made public at the state department aft- 
er it had been admitted overtures had been received 
from the German government. 


This government declares it will gladly discuss 


anything with Germany—but only in event Germany 
withdraws her U-boat decree of January 31 and re- 
news her pledges of May 4 last'in the Sussex case. 


In admitting that it had received a suggestion from the German 


government via the Swiss minister, the department gave put the fol- 
lowing statement:

"In view of the appearance' in the newspapers of February 11 


of a report that Germany'was initiating negotiations with the Unit- 
ed States in regard to submarine warfare, the department of state 
makes the following statement: 


"A suggestion was made orally to the department of state late 


Saturday afternoon by the minister of Switzerland that the German 
government is willing to negotiate with the United States provided 
that the commercial blockade against England would not be inter- 
fered with. At the request of the secretary of state this suggestion 
was made in writing atfd presented to him by the Swiss minister 
Sunday night. The communication is as follows^

The Berlin 
government, fearing that America may declare war, apparently 
desires to have a few American citizens within Germany on which 
retaliatory measures might be exacted in case Germans in America 
are interned.

Either the 
p«non addressed is not in the city, initials are wrongly written, or 
some other town was intended. It is surprising how often the state 
is mistakenly given

It is, however, to the dead letter office we must go if we would 


Set a clear understanding o{ what startling part carelessness and 
ignorance play in the miscarriages of the mail. Last year there 
were sent to this department nearly eleven million letters and par- 
cels is was found impossible to delivenfrom various causes. .11 was 
found 104.0CO of these letters were signed with fictitious names. 
Quite a half million letters were.written on hotel letter heads.by. 
persons unknown to the registers thereof. More than one hundred 
thousand had no address whatsoever on the envelope. Two and a 
half million letters, contained in letters, the addresses on which no 
eiperta were able to decipher, were returned to the writers. 


The probabilities are around a million to one th'at a letter 


legibly addressed will reach the person to whom it is written7 pro- 
vided, of course, he has an established local address, or calls at the 
•window for it.

Americans Held For 


Possible Retaliatory 
Measures In Case 
War With^Uncle Sam

Berne, Via Paris, Feb. 12—Germany is delaying 


a large number of American citizens in Berlin for 
possible retaliatory measures in case the United 
States declares war. 


The German foreign office is striving to keep 


America,out of the war, but the .German military 
party long ago prepared for American hostilities and 
is only lukewarm in its support of the efforts of the 
statesmen in the Wilhslmitrasse.' 


This is the first dispatch received rir.oci nuni 


Ackerman since he passed beyond control of the 
German censorship. He is a member of the imme- 
diate party with Ambass'dor Gerard.

cffice service. 


The postoffiee service is not immune from error, it makes its 


mistakes, but more than nine times out of ten v, hene% er there is a 
failure to deliver the fault lies elsewhere than with it. Every day 
the local office receives anywhere from half a dozen to two dozen 
letters that are erroneously directed in various ways. Either the 
person addressed is not in the city, initials a're wrongly written, or 
some other town was intended. It is surprising how often the state 
is mistakenly given. 


It is, however, to the dead letter office we must go if we would 


<ret a clear understanding of-what startling part'carelessness aud 
ignorance play in the miscarriages of the mail Last year there 
were sent to this department nearly eleven million letters and par-1 


eels is was found impossible to deliver from various causes. It was 
found 104,000 of these- letters were signed with fictitious • names. 
Quite a half million letters were written on hotel letter heads by 
pprsons unknown to'the registers thereof. Jlore than one hundred 
thousand had no address whatsoever on the envelope. Two and a 
half million letters, contained in letters, the addresses oh'which no 
experts were able to decipher, were returned to the writers.

The probabilities- are around a million to one that a letter 


legibly addressed will reach the person to,whom it is written, pro- 
vided, of course, he has an established local address, or ealls at the 
window, for it.
